Walter Clark, one of the best- 
known men in public life in Bourbon 
county died suddenly at his home on 

Fifteenth street, about eight o'clock, 
Friday night, after a very brief ill- 
ness due to heart trouble Mr. Clark 
had been indisposed for several days, 
but was able to be up and about un- 
til Friday morning, when he was 
compelled to remain in bed. His con- 
dition responded to medical treat- 
ment, but half an hour before the end 
came he suffered a relapse, and sank 
into a coma from which he failed to 
rally, death coming suddenly. 

Mr. Clark was a son of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Clark, pioneer 
citizens of Baurbon county, tand waa 
born in the old family home near 
Jacksonville. As a young man most 
of hia life was spaat on the farm. 
He dereloped into a sneeeasfal hand- 
ler and breeder of horses tMA for 
many years was engaged in that in- 
dustry. 

He was for many years a member 
of the firm of Turney, Clark & Mit- 
chell, who conducted large stables in 
this city, and was engaged in live- 
stock trading. He was recognized as 
an authority on horses, and was one 
of the best-known men in that indus- 
try in the State. 

At the time of his death Mr. Clark 
was filling the position of County 
Tax Commissioner, and was a candi- 
date for re-election. In the discharge 
of the duties of that office he brought 
the same business acumen that had 
distinguished his career along other 
lines. He was an honored citizen, a 
devoted huaband and fiuther, and a 
man whom erenrone liked for his 
many manly qaanties. In early life 
Mr. Clark united willi the Paris Bap- 
tist chnrch, of which he had been 
a consistent member ever since. He 
was one of the most earnest and zeal- 
ous workers in that church and had 
served for many years as deacon.

Attflhcr fet Of tests designed to 

gauge journalistic ability is to be giv- 
en to freshmen In the course of Jour- 
nalism in conjunction with schools of 
Journalism In other universities. These 
tests will be given for several succes- 
sive years to deteraiine whether It Is 
possible to discover latent newspaper 
talent through psychology tests. 

The system of giving psychological 
tests, instead of regular entrance «c- 
amlnations to students who wl»h to 
enter a university, has been tried in 
several universities. The idea is that 
a student who has a good mind, but 
bos insafldent or inferior blgfa school 
training, may bo advised as to the 
lines of study for which he Is best 
fitted. 

In this regard, the University of 
Wisconsin is giving more specific tests 
than faiost other anlversities. By giv- 
ing a dozen or more tests for the same 
results, the psychologists at the uni- 
vei*sity are determining which tests 
are bes^t. In a small series of tests 
already conducted, however, the re- 
sults do not correspond wdl with the 
scholastic rseords of tbo * students 
tested.

Warm days and cold nights ar6 es- 
sential to a s stis t a c t er y flo«r, and the 
sugar content may vary cotisiderably 
from day to day. Tapping of sugar 
trees if done properly in no way in- 
jures the tree. Xreea have been 
tapped for OMre than fOO years and 
are still in good condition. 

The maple Is well up among the 
leaders In the American Forestry asso- 
ciation's vote for a natl(ttal tree. 
Early Tapping la Favored. 
Tap eaily In the asaasn. aays a gen- 
eral bulletin, to obtain the earlier 
runs, which are generally the sweet- 
est, and therefore the best producers. 
Makers have lost half and OfOn more 
of their crops bj not being ynpared 
for the Sret ran. 

In general, the association points 
out, the season Is ready to opcm dur- 
ing the first or middle of February 
In the southern section and later In 
the northern regions when days are 
becoming warm — ^when the tempera- 
ture goes above freezing during the 
day and at niglit below freezing. If 
the days are very bright, warm, and 
sunny the sap will start with a rush, 
but soon slacken, or if a high wind 
starts the flow Is chedted. 

.\ thirteen thirty-seconds of an Inch 
Inch) bit is often used. Its di- 
rection should be slightly upward in- 
to the tree, the slant allowing the 
hale to drain readily. With an or- 
dinary tree the hole should not be 
over one and a half to two Inches 
deep at the best. 

Apparatus for sirup and sugar- 
making does not necessarily repre- 
sent a large outlay. A number ci s^ 
spouts, either wooisn or msfsl. are 
needed. The strap io ■■naUj gather- 
ed In buckets. 

From ten to fifteen trees usually 
will yi^d fbough sirup for family 
use to mahe tapphoig worth whlle^ and 
In many cases will afTord a surplus 
which can be sold at a remunerative 
price. The flow of sap depends upon 
the age, condition and habit of 
growth of the trees, also upon the 
character of the weather and con- 
dition of the son during the tep-llow- 
ing aeason. 

Figures as to Yields. 
In a good season a tree fifteen 
inches in diameter will ^yl^d aufll- 
dent sap to malEe from one to olz 
quarts of simp, which In turn can be 
concentrated into two to ten pounds 
of sugar. Larger trees under the 
same conditon will produce corre- 
spondingly large yields of simp and 
sngar. All hard maple trees, eight 
Indies or more In dIaaMter, may be 
safely and profitably tapped fir Oimp 
and sugar production. 

This Industry is not confined to cir- 
cumscribed areas in New Eni^and 
and New Toifc. There are suiay '^Rlc- 
ar bushes** throui^ut eastern and 
northeastern United States and south 
to Include North Carolina and Tennes- 
see; west to northern Missouri, Iowa 
and Minnesota.

U. S. TRADE INCREASE 

Report Shows Record-BreakuH) 
Fmign Butinett hi 192a 

Cxporto to the Leading Alliee in tha 
War Fell Off Sharply, Saye 
OapaiinMNic 



WaaWngton, D. C— Increased trade 
with Germany, South America, the Orl- 
eat. West Indies and North America 
accounted in large meaaoi^a for tha 
record breaking foreign fcip^t"!" «C 
tba United Stataa In ISfiMi 

A eeoqptlation of American exports 
and imports last year by countries, is- 
sued by the department of commerce, 
shows that exports to Great Britain, 
France and Italy feU off aharply. Those 
caartrlei^ howerver, Increaaed their 
shipments to the United States, as did 
practically all the other Important na- 
tions. 

American trade with the four prin- 
cipal Saoth Amerlean eoaitrlea— Bra- 
all, Argentina, Chile and Uruguay- 
totaled approximately $1,044,000,000, 
as compared with $917,000,000 In 1919. 
American exports to these countries 
increased mora than fliO(MN)0,000 dur- 
ing 1920^ totaling $457,000,000, whereas 
Imports from these coontriea increased 
only about $25.000gfMl tka total keing 
$587,000,000. 

Trade with Germany daring the year 
nearly quadrupled, aggiagating |40O,- 
000.000, but fell far short of that be- 
fore the war. Exports to Germany 
reached $311,000,000, against $89,000,- 
000 the year before, and imports from 
that country totaled $82,000,000, as 
compared wtth $10,000,000 tha year be- 
fore. 

American trade with CJuba alone in 
1920 exceeded $1,200,000,000, increas- 
ing nearly $500,000,000 when compared 
with iSflB, Szports of $5111,000.000 to 
the island republic showed an Increase 
of $247,000,000. while Imports of $721,- 
000,000 from the republic preaented an 
increase of $303,000,000. 

Spain waa the only principal Euro- 
pean country which increaaed ita pur* 
chases of goods in the American mar- 
ket.

BOULDEN. 

— Ovr community was startled Fri- 
day momins wImb it was learned 
that a telegram had been reeeived 
announcing the death of Mr. Resin 
Baker Boulden, at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Leonard Morgan West, 
in Pueblo, Colo. Mr. Boulden was 
seized with an attack of grippe some 
weeks ago, and his condition was seri- 
ous. About a week ago a letter re- 
ceived from his daughter, Mrs. West, 
was to the effect that her father was 
much better, and was thought to be 
on the road to recovery. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Crouch, received a tele- 
gram Thursday morning, saying her 
father was sinking rapidly, and an- 
other in the evening announcing his 
death. Mr. Boulden was in his 83rd 
year, and the larger part of a long 
useful life urns spent in Millersburg, 
the home of hia birth. He began life 
when a young man as a school teach- 
er, teaching country schools in Bour- 
bon, Nicholas, Mason and Bracken 
counties. He afterward accepted 
work as clerk on steamboats on the 
Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, and held 
the honored position of captain on 
a government boat during the Civil 
War. After the close of the war he 
returned to Millersburg and for a 
number of years held the office of 
Postmaster under part of the admin- 
istrations of Grant, Hayes, Garfield 
and Arthur. After the election of 
President Cleveland he gave up the 
postoffice operating a repair slu>p in

rigg Crouch, of Little Rock, Bourbon 
county. Mrs. Boulden died about the 
time the daughters were budding into 
womanhood. Mr. Boulden was a 
member of Amity Lodge No. 40, F. 
& A. M., of Millersburg, at the time 
of his death, and had been a mem- 
ber for a number of years. He was a 
life long member of the Christian 
Church, and for many years during 
his long and useful life in Millers- 
burg, was nUing elder in the church. 

He was a crime from early child- 
hood, and tiMUgli he was never a 
man of means, was perhaps the most 
useful and one of the best-kno\^'n 
citixeas that ever resided iMre. He 
has written more wills, ^seds and 
contracts, than any One man in Mil- 
lersburg. While he has been away 
from us for about ten years his 
name is mentioned in public almost 
every day.
